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A new Declaration 
OF THE 


LORDS and COMMONS 
in Parliament. : 


Hereas 10 a Paper inſcribed, To 
Our truſtie and welkleloyved, the 
RF, Lord Maior, Aldermen, and She- 
Dy) "Iffs of the City of London, dated 
- the 14 of June, 1642. Itis at 
<= firmed, that great labour is uſed 
to perſwade: His Majeſties Subjects to raiſe 
Horſe, and to furniſh Money, upon pretence of 
2 Guard for the Parliament; but in truth ro be 
imployedagainit His Majeſtie; The Lords and 
Commons do declare, That the deſign of thoſe 
Propofitions is , as was formerly.dechared , to:

maintain rhe Proteſtant Religion, the Kings 
Authority and Perſon in His Royall Dignity, 
the free courle of Juſtice, the Laws of the 
Land, the Peace of. the Kingdom, and Privi- 
ledges of Parliament, againſt any force which 
ſhail oppoſe them. 

And they do further declare, That as the for- 
ces already attending His Majeſtic, and the pre- 
paration which His Majeſtte 15 now making, of 
Arms, Horſe, and Ordinance from within His 
Kingdom, and without, at firſt coloured under 
rhe pretence of a+Guard, do evidently appear to 
be intended for ſome great and extraordinary de- 
ſign; ſo they give juſt cauſe of Fear and Jealouſic 
to the Parliament : And do fully juſtifie thoſe 
Votes of the Kings Intention of levying War 
againſt the -Parliament, ro be altogether free 
from any Imputation of Scandall, as is injuri- 
ouſly caſt upon them by that Paper. 

For, ſo long as His Majeſtie ſhall continue 
thoſe levies and preparations, (The Lords and 
Commons in Parliament having been ſo ofren 
rhreatned and reviſed for their proceedings about 
Hull, and the Arirta , fo neceſſarily underta- 
ken for the good and peace of the Kingdom) 
they cannot be ſecured by His Majeſties ſolemn 
Proteſtarion alone, expreſled in this and other 
Declarations, That all His deſires and purpoſes 
are for rhe publike Peace, and that he hath nor 
the leaſt thought of uſing force, excepr he'be 
compelled to 1t for the-Defence of His Perſon, 
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and Protection of the: Paws), ſeeihg[His Maje- 
ſtie, in a Declaration publiſhed ar Heytboreh-? 
Moore , doth Interpret the Protetion-of the 
Laws in ſuch a manner, as giveth juſt and full oc- 
caſton to beleeve, Thar by proteCting the Laws, 
His Majeftie intendeth Force upon, or againſt 
thoſe who ſhall ſubmit tothe Ordinance of the 
Militia, And becauſe it eppnns by divers ex- 
prefſions and proceedings of His Majeſtie, he 
hath diſcovered: an Intention of making ſome 
Atrempt upon Hull. 

In both which cafes thev do declare, Thar 
whatſoever violence ſhall be uſed, either againſt 
choſe who exerciſe this 2ſrl/tza,-or againſt Hull, 
they cannor but take it as done*againſt the Par- 
lament. 

And whereas the Houſes have upon loane re- 
ceived great ſums. of Monev, for the ſervice of 
Ireland, from the Companies of the Ciry-of 
London, (for which thev give them great and 
hearty-thanks) They do els That theſe ſums 
ſhall be di | rar as the former have*been, to 
rhat onely ſervice, -notwithſtanding an Infinua- 
tion laying an _— upon them, as it they 
had done otherwi1le. 

Further, whereas it 1s declared, ro the great 
reproach. of Parliament, That the ſums deſired 
towards the raiſing of Horſe and Arms, is con- 
trived upon generall pretences by ſome few fa- 
ious Perſons, we; leave it tothe world to judge, 
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how it is-poſhble the Houſes ſhould have alt 
their Members {ecthg divers'of them are by His 
Majeſtie ſummoned to 7er4, and there, contrary 
to-the Laws of the Land, and the Priviledges of 
Parliament detained, nay'protedted from the Ju- 
ticeof both Houſes. 

And ſecondly, how that can poſkbly be called 
a Faction which 1s doneby borh Houſes of Par- 
liament, the greateſt Court of England, the moſt 
futhfull Councell His Majeſty harh. But at 
ſuch language as this they wonder not, confide- 
ring by whar wicked Councel His Majeſties At- 
faires are Guided, and by what Malignant ſpirits 
His Majcſties affections to the Parliament of 
late have been miſled. 

Both Houſes well weighing the premiſes, Do 
forbid any Majors, Sheriffs, Bailiff, or other 
Othcers. whatſoever, to publiſh or ſpread that 
Paper, as they will anſwer their Conrempr to 
the Parliament. And do afſurethemſelves, rhat 
neither, His Majeſties Commands, nor His 
Threats, will with-dravv or deter men, well affe- 
Red-to the Publike, from doing their Duty in 
Contriþuting ſuch Money, Horſe and Plate, as 
will be neceſſary for the preſerving the Being 
the Parliament, the Peace of the Kingdome, and 
thoſe other Ends before mentioned ; for which 
they are,defired, The dangerous and miſchie- 
vqus Intentigns of fome about His Majeſty, be- 
ing. ſuch, That; whatſoever. is moft- precious to 
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men of Conſcience and Honour, as Religion, Li- 
berty, and publique Safety, are like to beover- 
whelmed, and loſt in the generall Confuſion 
and Calamity of the Kingdom, which will not 
only queſtion, but over-throw the Charter of the 
Ciry of Lozdon,expoſe the Citizens, their wives 
and children to violence and villany,and leave the 
Wealth of that famous Ciry as a prey to thoſe 
deſperate and neceſſitous perſons. 

The Lords and Commons as they hope by this 
meanes thoſe horrid miſchiefes may be preven- 
ted : So thoſe of the City (which contribute 
hereunto) (whereof none are fo mean and Baſe 
as to deſerve the reproaches caſt on them by that 
Paper) and all His Majeſties good Subje&ts may 
be aſſured that in doing their duty herein, they 
ſhall be Prote&ed and ſecured in their perſons, 
Liberties, and eſtates, by the Power and Autho- 
rity ofboth Houſes of Parliament, according to 
their former Engagements which they will ever 
faithfully performe. 
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Ur expreſle Pleafure is , That this Our 
"7 Beckenion be Publiſhed in all Chfrches vx 
3 and Chappells within the Kingdom of Eng/end 
and Dominion of wales, by the Parſons, Vicars 55 
or Curates of the Game. |
